Mr. Low spoke on “Civic Duty,” saying 
in part: 

“It Is hardly more than thirty years 
since the people of the United States 
first came to realize that there was such 
a thing as @ city problem. In the years 
before the civil war none of our cities 
were very large, and the question of 
slavery dominated everything for several 
decades before that period. During the 
war and after it the thoughts of men 
were usually dominated by questions 
springing out of the war, and it is only 
since these were settled in their more 


acute form that governments of cities 
have become a-matter of general interest. 
In the early days ft was taken for grant- 
ed that cities might be treated as a little 
State and security was sought by a divis- 
ion of power just as though the problems 
of a city were chiefly polMical instead of 
mainly questions of administration and 
foresight. It became apparent, however, 
that charters of this kind afforded great 
opportunities for plunder on the one hand, 
and prevented the development of the 
city. Gradually the tendency everywhere 
has been to concentrate administrative 
power and resporsibility more and more 
in the hands of the mayor and in cities 
where this has been done there has, I 
think, been a disinct gain along the 
lines of business eMciency. It is seldom 
necessary now-a-days to protect 
against bold and open robbery, 
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exceed their liabilities by a very large 
amount, which will be naturally aug- 
mented by the restoration of normal

Criminal Docket Will Be 
Taken Up Next Week 


at Rome, 


Rome, Ga., October !|.—(Special.)—Five 
capital cases will be tried in Floyd coun- 
ty superior court next week, Which is a 
record-breaking number for one term In 
this county. 

J. D. Potts wil) be placed on trial for 
the: murder of Dr. M. A. Thedford. This 
case will attract a great deal of atten- 
tlon from the prominence of all the par- 
ties involved and the very sensational 
character of the evidence  introducad. 
While public sentiment is almost solid 
for Potts, there is a well-defined rumor 
abroad today that the prosecution. will 
introduce some evidence at this trial of 
4 most sensational and surprising charac- 
ter. Able counsel has been retained on 
both sides of this case. 

Albert Going, who is charged with as- 
saulting Lassie Peyton, and Who is now 
in the Tower in the Fulten county jail, 
will be tried. This {s the negro who was 
threatened with lynching here .several 
nights ago and in whose behaj the 
military was ordered’ out to guard the 
jail. Going was orfginally arrested on «a 
warrant for assault upon the person of 
an imbecile white girl. Two attempts 
were made to get him from the sheriff, 
but without success. For fear that a 
third attempt might result in bloodshed 
he was removed to Atlanta. The grand 
jury has returned a true bill against him. 
The evidence against Going before the 
grand jury said to have been Much 
more incriminating than the first reports 
of the crime. If he is tried here this 
term at all, which may not be the case, 
he will certainly be tried under a strong 
and most efficient military guard. 

The third murder- case scheduled for 
trial next week is that of Pinkie Foster, 
a woman living near Six Mile Station, 
Who is charged with killing her husband. 
The woman is said to have confessed this 
crime to the officers. The killing was 
done with a dow>le-barreled shotgun and 
its details were particularly ghastly. The 
cause of the alleged crime is somewhat 
of a mystery, though jealousy was 
thought to be the trouble.

ORDER CAUSES 
SOME SURPRISE 


On Account of Improved 
Conditions in Bul- 
garia, 


Sofia, Bulgaria, October 1!.—The war 
ministry has ordered out the militia con- 
tingent for October 14, instead of at the 
beginning of the year, as usual. This 
step, though quite constitttional, has oc- 
casioned some surprise .considering the 
reported improvement in the general] sit- 
uation. 

While the conditions are undoubtedly 
more hopeful, there is a strong belief in 
many well-informed quarters that. the 
Macedonian question is still very threat- 
ening and can only be gettled by war. 

The Bulgarian government, therefore, 
ecntinues preparations for eventualities. 

In the meantime the Turkish diplomatic 
agent is conferring with the ministers 


here and the new Bulgarian diplomatic ; 


agent at Constantinople, M. Natchevics, 
goes to that city tomorrow. 
Severe Fighting Reported. 

London, October 2.—News from Mace- 
donia today gives reports of sevéfe fight- 
ing from both Turkish and insurgent 
sources, After an encounter near Nevro- 
kOp, hasting thirty-four hours, the Turkish 
trodps burned two villages, and the in- 
surgents were scattered. The Turks claim 
that one hundred and thirty of the in- 
surgents were killed at Razlog, while the 
insurgents report that one hundred and 
fifty Turks were killed in a fight at Bala- 
voditza, in the Perlepe district.

The Spliveys fled through the crowded 
street, shooting in return to the pur- 
svers’ fire. 

Near Oxford college, E. V. Jetter, the 
school teacher, was hit by a stray bullet 
just as he entered a house, and probably 
fatally hurt. In iront of Mrs. Sarah 
Greer’s house, opposite Oxford college, 
the Spivevs made a stand behind a tree 
ard fired repeatedly, beating off the mop 
for a moment. 


Dislodged by Mob. 

The mob soon dislodged them and they 
ran to the next alley, where they sepa- 
rated, Louls Spivey turning into and run- 
ning up the alleyv,. and Joseph Spivey 
continuing we:t on High street. Louls 
Epivey had not run over one hundred feet 
up the alley untfl he was struck by a 
bullet from a shot from the mob and 
fell, 

He was quickly overpowered and Con- 
stable John Moon, together with spe- 
cial sworn deputies, removed him to the 
tcwn jail, 

Joseph Spivey turr.ed at the next square 
and ran nerth to Church street, where 
he again turned, 
the Catholic church. The crowd was close 
behind with a negro, Letcher Burton, in 
thé lead. Spivey turned and shot three 
times at Burtcn, emptying, his revolver. 
Lhe shots went wide of their mark. This 
was his last stand and !t was made in 
front of the residence of Mrs. D. M. 
Wiseman. He then turned up an alley 
into North street, Burton following close 
on to his heels. When Spivey was in 
front of the residence of Horace Cormier 
the negro Burton succceded in hitting him 
in the back of the head with a huge 
bcwlder. Spivey fell to the ground with 
a fractured skull. 

Ex-Mayor Flanagan, who was in the 
citizens’ posse, came up quickly and with 
the ald of several citizens carried him 
to the town jail and locked him up, 

A large crowd followed 4nd soon sur- 
rounded the jail. They had secured a 
rope and endeavored to take both Louis 
Spivey and Joseph Spivey out of the 
Officers’ hands, but they were frustrated. 
The mob also had no recognized leader 
and was ineffectual in its desires, 

Father Urges the Mob. 

Finally, Everett Woodruff, father of 
the wounded marshal, appeared and said 
he expected the mob to avenge the “mur- 
der of his son, he himself directing the 
mob. The door of the jail was battered 
down, a rope was fastened around the 
neck of Joseph Spivey and he was -:led 
forth. Fully !00 men had hold of the 
rope and they dragged him through the 
street in the direction of the public park. 
Spivey begged and cried for the mob to 
allow thim to see his wife and children 
before they killed him.

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BALFOUR SNEERS 
AT FREE TRADE

phase of the situation on which it Was 
expected he would make some declara- 
tion. The premier confined himself strict- 
ly to the tariff question @nd his speech 
was to a large extent a repetition of the 
arguments contained in his recent pam- 
phlet. 
Great Britain Helpless. 

Premier Balfour was greeted with re- 
peated round of cheers. He spoke of the 
prominence the fiscal question .had gain- 
ed and attributed it to the closer touch 
with the colonies gained as a result of 
the late war. He p0inted out Great 
Britain's helplessness under present con- 
ditions to meet foretgn retaliation and said 
the fiscal relations with the colonies were 
inconsistent with free trade principles. 
Mr. Balfour continued: 

“Bree trade is indeed an empty name 
and a vain farce if it is a fact that for- 
eign nations are setting themselves to 
divert our industries, exclude oUr manu- 
factures and limit the international play 
of supply and demand. There has been 
a development of which Cobden and Nis 
contemporaries never dreamed—the devel: 
opment of the trust system, under pro- 
tection. The phenomenon is so new that 
1 scaree venture to prophesy what de- 
velopment it is likely to take, but you 
may be absolutely sure that in the alli- 
ance of trusts and tariffs, there is 4 
danger to the capital and enterprise of 
this country which acts and reacts not 
mainly upon the capitalist, for he is at 
liberty to go to those regions where his 
industry will be looked after, but it will 
fall with the heaviest weight upon the 
artisan and the labor classes which are 
not capable of protecting their interests 
against such a calamity. 

Knows of a PaHiation. 

“Now, if I have rightly describeq the 
dangers and evils we suffer, you are en- 
titled to ask me whether I know of a 
cure. My answer will be disappoint- 
ing. I know of no cure, but I do know 
of a palliation. The ill has gone two far. 
You will not get the great commercial 
nations of the world to abandon protec- 
tion I fear that you will not get the 
great self-governing colonies to retrace 
the steps which we without remon- 
strance permitted them to take. I am 
here, therefore, to recommend a pallia- 
tion which I believe to be still possible. 
Cobden hoped and believed in free trade 
throughout the world. What in fact we 
have got to deal with is a world where 
international commercial Telations are 
regulated entirely by treaty. It is com- 
mon sense that we, the greatest com- 
mercial nation, should come forward and 
say, ‘We want to arrange treaties with 
you, but we have nothing to give you, 
nothing to withhold from _ you. We 
throw ourselves upon y®ur mercy and 
consideration. Please remember how 
good we are to your commerce, how we 
throw no impediment in its way and 
how we do all we can for you, and 
please don’t forget us when you are 
making your next treaty.’ (Laughter. ) 

‘My fundamental and essential re- 
quest to you today, to which the rest 
of my speech ig subsidiary and acci- 
dental, is that the people of this coun- 
try should give to its government that 
freedom of negotiation of which we have 
been deprived, not by force of circum- 
stances or by the pressure of foreign 
powers, but by something I can only 
describe as our pedantry and self- 
conceit.’’ 

Taxation of Foods. 

The speaker bebieved that the evils 
of the taxation of food had heen exag- 
gerated beyond what reason and logic 
justified. Still, he thought that public 
opinion was not yet ripe for the taxa- 
tion of food. Therefore, as an adviser 


of a great party, he was bound to tell 
them plainly that it was outside the 
limits of practical politics. He was not 
anticipating a general tariff war, but he 
thought ‘“‘we might inform any foreign 
country that we thought was treating us 
with outrageous unfairness that unless 
they modified their policy we should take 
certain steps with regard to certain ar- 
ticles exported by. them.”’ 

“The second question is, ‘Do you de- 
sire to reverse and alter the fundamental 
fiscal tradition which has prevailed for 
two generations?’

A reference to the resignation of Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Ritchie and Ian 
Hamilton brought forth a cry of “good 
riddance,”’ 


Fiscal Controversy. 


After minor’ resolutions had been 
adopted, calling for the regulation of 
aiien immigration, the redistribution of 
pariiamentary seats, ‘etc., an official res- 
olution on the subject of the fiscal con- 
troversy was moved by Sir John 3B. 
Dorington, M. P. It was somewhat sim- 
ilar to the resolution suggesting pro- 
tection passed by the same gathering In 
1887. ° The resolution, which deals 
solely with Premier Balfour's proposals, 
not touching on Mr. Chamberlain’s, was - 
as follows: 

“That this conference, believing that 
the changes which have taken place dur- 
ing the last fifty years In the conditions 
under which British trade has been car- 
ried on necessitate a reconsideration of 
the fiscal situation, which we as a na- 
tion have adopted during that period;” 
thanks the prime minister for having 
instituted an inquiry tnto the whole sub- 
ject, and welcomes the policy he has 
foreshadowed “for securing to this coun- 
try fiscal freedom in our negotiations 
and commercial relations with foreign 
countries. 

It was agreed that no vote should be 
taken on the resolution until tomor- 
row after Mr. Balfour’s speech tonight 
defining the attitude of the governmeht. 
Henry Chaplin, M. P., former president 
of the board of agriculture and a life- 
long protectionist, in supporting the offi- 
cial resolution, moved the addition of a 
“rider’’ thanking Mr. Chamberlain for 
his patriotic actions and expressing ap- 
proval of any practical plan to promote 
a closer political and commercial union 
of the empire. 

Sir John Herbst, M. P., formerly finan- 
cia] secretary: to the treasury, said he « 
did not oppose the principles of the reso- 
lution, but he wanted to know the real . 
intentions of the govérnment, whether 
the food tax proposition was de y 
abandoned. Lord Hugh Cecil, M.*P., 
emphatically warned the conference 
against supporting a retallation scheme 
by which, he claimed, the country would, 
drift to protection and bring the country ~ 
to ruin and the unionist party to shame. 
A vote on Mr. Chaplain’s rider was ulti-

Chamberlain’s Campaign. 

The foreword to a volume of protec- 
tlonist articles, written by Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, to The London Daily 


that will suffice, no doubt, to open all 
the batteries of his enemies. 

The document itself it not very orig- 
inal, for Mr. Chamberlain is not urging 
his campaign for a governmental in- 
quiry into the advisability of creating 
an English preferential tariff policy on 
any novel grounds. He is astutely 
planting himself on the solid toun< 
tion of ascertained economic history 
and home trade conditions that no 
man can ignore or deny. He is not 
proposing a formal system, offering 
definite schedules, or demanding the 
acceptance of a pre-constructed policy. 
His wisdom steers him clear of the 
mistake of proclaiming “protection for 
protection’s sake” and _ posting his 
ideal in the form of a Dingley bill. 

Mr. Chamberlain understands his 
Briton. The prejudices and stubborp- 
hess of those who have for two-thirds 
of a century been ingrained with the 
faith that free trale is the palladium 
of British prosperities—the aegis of 
the agriculturalist and the life-guard 
of the working classes—are not to be 
depreciated by this thorough-paced pol- 
itician. He approaches the natural po- 
sition of the foes of his policy on the 
flank of their weakest tenure. 

For his ultimate purpose he points 
rather away from it than point blank 
towards it. By riveting public atten- 
tion upon the self-evident decline of 
British industries and export trade, 
he puts the economists in the opposi- 
tion hard up against the conundrum: 
“What shall we do to be saved?” Every 
English investor in industrial enter- 
prises and every Eaglish workingman 
dependent upon them is brought up 
Standing and sobered before that prob- 
lem. As yet none of them seem able 
to offer a probably adequate answer. 

In contrast with their dumb confu- 
sion, Mr. Chambeglain makes sugges- 
tions. Having praved that a danger- 
ous condition of failing prosperities 
exists, he says let us officially discover 
the causes of it and inquire as to what 
line of action will recover the nation 
to the surety of adequate food supplies 
and revive industries and exchange to 
those profitable conditions that will 
enable the English people to pay a 
food tax and still maintain a high 
level of labor wages and living. 

If Mr. Chamberlain prosecutes his 
Campaign along these lines, indicated 


_in the letter of which we write. . 


have the larger chance to win a ver- 
dict from the English electorate. If 
he can convince capital that it is 
cheaper to rish a dear loaf that to suffer 
the paralysis of the nation’s industries, 
and can bring the labor element to un- 
derstand that cheap bread, bought at 
the expense of reduced’ labor oppor- 
tunities and reduced wages, will be 
dearer than bread made from wheat 
taxed a shilling a quarter, accompa- 
nied by active industries and good 
wages, his cause will win out. And 
that appears to be the line of argu- 
ment that he has determined to fol- 
low. 


Brown, of New Orleans.

He has been their benefactor 
in so substantial a way as to make 
his name memorable and to give him 
a large share of the gratitude of those.

“bull” the cotton raisers hare been 
walting to appear in the arena for 
ever so many years. Others have es- 
sayed the role in times past only to 
fall down and be torn by the bears 
into inglorious shreds and ypatches. 

Brown, howevet, went in with herns 
aflare and soon had them decoratcd 
with the blood and hair of tie bears. 

Brown of New Ovleans had both 
courage and cash and the way he has 
held up the market has been a cau. 
tion to Davy Crockett. The exporters 
for European spinners have been made 
to bleed out some of the millions they 
have made off ».ur cottcn farmers by 
beat'ng down yvrices just when the 
planter was compelled to. sell to 
square his mortgage accounts. He 
also made the New England contin- 
gent come across with higher prices 
or shut up shop. The result has been 
to add millions to the wealth of our 
cotton raisers and to raise Brown of 
New Orleans to the rank and honors 
of the Lord Warwick of King Cotton. 


Press Muzzling in Colorado. 

An armed force of state troops at 
Victor, Colo., surrounded a newspaper 
office Wednesday, arrested most of the 
publishing force “for coercing, intimi- 
dating and criminal libel” through the 
columns of The Daily Record, which 
happens fo be the official organ of the 
miners’ union, now on strike in that 
district. Martial law, as we under- 
stand it, prevails in the district by 
proclamation of Governor Peabody and 
the state soldiery is being used on the 
application of the mine owners to pre- 
serve the peace, protect property and 
enforce the orders of the civil author- 
ities. : 

Governor Peabody distinctly disa- 
vows that he is substituting military 
for civil government and stoutly de- 
nies that he is seeking by the display- 
ment of the troops to exercise any

ing miners. He may have ample rea- 
sons in his own judgment for believing 
that the.good order, peace and dignity 
of the state require the use of the 
militia as an armed posse fur their 
preservation. It is his prerogative to 
80 argue and to so order. 

» But this newspaper incident carrics 
us back to those parlous days at the 
end of the civil war when Uncle Cnar- 
ley Grosvenor, of Ohio, was rampsing 
around Macon, our sister city, closing 
up print shops and suppressing news- 
papers that did not write the sort of 
self-swallowing and loyalty-avowing 
editorials that he thought the only 
things “fit to print.” At that time, of 
‘course, no southern editor had any 
rights that a’ brigadier in blue was 
bound to respect, but even then there 
were influential men and jour als in 
the north that protested any military 
supervision of a free press that was 
not printing scandalous, libelous and 
treasonable matter. 

The Colorado newspaper men may 
have printed criminal libels. If so, 
wose charged with the offense were 
subject to arrest according to law. 
But why the sheriff could not have 
made the arrests instead of a file of 
armed soldiers does not appear in the 
dispatches. It is this last feature of 
the case that makes it offensive and 
gives it the color of a prearranged 
coup to interfere with the publication 
of the paper, to intimidate the publisn- 
ers, and, in fact, to enforce silence

Uniformity in Valuing Franchises. 

The efforts of the compéroller gen- 
eral of the state to list for taxation 
the franchises of public utility corpora- 
tions doing business in the state, as 
required by a recent act of fhe general 
assembly, is producing some revela- 
tions and results that will demand the 
attention of that body when it assem- 
bles again next June. 

A fundamental principle of Amert- 
Can tax right in any political unit is 
uniformity. All citizens and corporate 
individuals are assumed to have equal 
rights, equal duties and equal respon- 
sibilities with respect to their rela- 
tions to twe city, county, state and na- 
tion. Under that essential prescript 
of democracy, inequality of taxation 
amounts to sctual injustice, both to 
tue individual and the people at large. 
It is as unjust to under-tax one con« 
stituent of the body politic as it is to 
over-tax another. 

No intelligent reader of the results 
of the arbitrations of. franchise valua- 
tions recently made in this state can 
doubt for a moment that they are 
working palpable wrongs—wrongs to 
individual corporations if not grosser 
wrongs to the state at large. Uni- 
formity of measurements of franchise 
values is totally lacking in the returns 
the arbitration boards have made to 
the comptroller general and it is not 
to be wondered at that some of the 
corporations are indignant and nearty 
all of the people of the commonwealth 
are feeling a sense of outrage at the 
disproportions of assessments and tax 
payments thus established 

The state is entitled to a just and 
uniform valuation of franchises for 
taxable purposes. That she is not 
getting under the present method of 
fixing franchise valuations. The hold- 
ers of franchises are entitled to have 
them valued with’ approximate uni- 
formity, according to their ciass and 
the actual contribution of value they 
import into their properties. This the 
franchise holders are not getting under 
the present methods. Both these 
wrongs need speedy remedy at the 
hands of the general assembly. 

Why Don’t the Negroes Stop It?

If our colored friends and fellow-citi- 
zens were well advised they would stop 
their speech-making and their tiresome 
demands for recognition—whateyer they 
may mean by “recognition.” They seem 
incapable of realizing the fact that they 
confute their own claims whenever they 
meet together and orate about their griev- 
ances as a class. This is not a govern- 
ment of classes. Wvery man worthy of 
the name stands upon his individual mer- 
ita, Every man receives the treatment | 
he personally deserves, or something very: 
near it. No race, no color, no condition 


be considered as a whole. The negroes 
seem to stand alone in their inability to 
realize this essential fact, 

Every few days we read about a con- 
vention of some colored society or or- 
ganization, with the inevitable harangue 
and protestations. The speakers tel] their 
audiences that the whites discriminate 
against them; that their rights and privi- 
leges are withheld; that prejudice is keep- 
ing them down; that envy, hatred and 
malice are conspiring to their injury, and 
so on, and so on—the damnable iteration 
of which we have heard So, often and so 
painfully. Negroes are not admitted to 
theaters and restaurants and hotels, and 
other places of public resort on equal 
terms with the whites. Negroes are not 
accepted as jurors. Negroes are not 
sought for in connection with important 
governmental] offices, “Negroes, negroes, 
this and that—there is no end to tbeir 
complaints, If a policeman goes into Wil- 
low Tree alley to arrest a malefactor, it is 
an insult to the whole race; another man- 
ifestation of prejudice. Then the entire 
population @f the alley set upon the rep- 
sentative of the white man’s enmity, 
and try to kill him. So it goes, More 
meetings follow, other orators thunder 
and protest. The negro must defend him- 
self, enforce his rights and so forth. All 
too frequently we hear appeals to the 
shotgun and tne torch—usually from very 
eareful 
the slightest idea of getting within range 
themselves. 

Why don’t thev stop it? Why will they 
persist in reminding us of the pigment 
of their skins, the peculiarities of their} 
hair, the differences between them and 
the Caucasian races? They cannot pos. 
sibly gain anything by setting themselves 
apart, calling attention to the segrega. 
tion, and clamoring for “recognition” {n a 
body. There can be only one consequence 
of such a course, and that is absolute 
and hopeless ostracism. There was never 
a greater fallacy than that all men are 
born equal. They are not born equal. 
There is no such thing as equality of 
worth, or intellect, or morals, or char- 
acter, as the result of birth. In every 
land and race, inequality is the rule. 
Good and bad, honest and vicious, wise 
and silly, virtuous and decadent—they are 
everywhere, in glaring contrast. Do the 
negroes imagine themselves superior to 
the whites that they claim immunity 
from this everlasting law? 

No doubt, it amuses them. The@ ora- 
tors rejoice In their own reverberations. 
The audiences rejoice in the thought of 
martyrdom. It is a happy combination 
for an emotional. and» credulous people’

I recall that 
a fankee soldier and I had been ex- 
chftging courtesies and talking for about 
twnty minutes when the officer came 
up We two privates of the blue and 
th gray eyed each other for some time 
wore we became convinced that each 
@s the better man physically. I was 


convinced that I was the better man, 
especially when the prospects for gétting 
something good to eat from the yankee 
were so bright. 

We laid down our weapons and met in 
the channel of the creek, as he states, the 
water having dried up. My recollection 
is that the yankee gave me a drink of 
whisky, saying: “I'll drink first to show 
you that it’s not poison.” He shared 
his cheese and hard tack with me as 
well. 

The officer, James Padgett, third lieu- 
tenant of company I, Twenty-fourth South 
Carolina volunteers, was from Edgefield 
county, South Carolina, and died at Ham- 
burg, in that state, in 1867, from wounds 
received in battle. Lieutenant Padgett 
was an athletic man, being 6 feet and 7 
inches in height and weighing about 200 
pounds. He freguéntly spoke facetious- 
ly of being his “mother’s baby.” 

I am now 6! years old, enjoy good 
health and am able to make a living for 
my family. I am delighted to know that 
the yankee private with wham I held 
a tete-a-tete in the dry channel of Noon- 
day creek, in the dark days of 1864, has 
survived the rage of war and the rav- 

ime and trust that ere we cross 
aac ye rivee we may meet and greet 
each other as friends, forgetting that 
we once stood on vidette posts of oppos- 
ing armies, each seeking the life of the 
other,

ware partly “printed” and partly written 


and seem to have cost the little fingers 
that fashioned them a great deal of labor. 
But that mattered not, for the child hopes 
for a pardon for her father, a convict 
serving a lifetime sentence for murder. 

The writer of this pathetic letter was 
little Grader Hester, of Carroll county, 
and her father was one of the band of 
men who, a number of years ago, shot 
down an old negro. His name is Lant 
Hester and it was through his testimony 
that the other members of the band were 
convicted. 3 
‘There have been several efforts to se- 
cure a pardon for Hester on the ground 
that he was not directly concerned in the 
killing; that he confessed and pleaded 
guilty; that the killing was not premed- 
itated assassination, and that his wife 
and children need the protection and aid 
of a husband and father. 

Governor Terrell is interested in the 
case since receiving the little girl's let- 
ter and has written her that he will ask the 
prison commission to give the matter 
specia] attention and that as soon as a 
report is made to him he will take the 
matter up, ‘though,’ he wrote, “he can- 
not pardon criminals merely because lit- 
tle girls love and miss them.” 

This is the child’s letter, her spelling 
being copied verbatim: 

“Sept. the 29, 1903, Whitesburg, Ga.— 
Dere Govenor: I am a riten to you to 
beg you to plese let my dere popa cum 


home to me. Will yen plese for the sake 
of a pore little girl have pitty on me. 
Will you go to the bord ‘an beg thim for 
my sake to plese let my pore popa cum 
hore to me. I am litle but it ttubles 
me as bad ag yore troble dus you if yeu 
‘have eny. I miss so minay kind things 
that my popa wou d fos me that no 
body else wont ébo for m6. Mofha cant 
ceap us mutch bread much less the purty 
litle things popa yust to git for me. I 
had a good dere’ popa. You dont no how 
I fele unles you had lost a good popa ©. 
Oh, think of me a pore litle girl won 
minet. Think what a sad home I got 
without my popa with me an think how 
it hurt me to see my pore mama cry and 
pity us becos she cant git us the things 
like other Htle children has. The good 
Lord will love you allways if you will 
let my popa cum home to me. You dont 
no how I wod allways love you if you 
wod let my popa cum home 80 he cud 
love and pet me like he yust to. I miss 
him so bad. I don't git to Nave purty 
litle dresses an shoes an dolls an a heap 
of litle things that my popa yust to git 
for me. If you wod let my popa go 
home I cud have thim. Now jist think 
how happy I wod be. Think how my 
litle sister an brother wod play and joke 
with thire popa like yore litle baby dus 
you an how you wod fele without yore 
baby. Oh dere govner plese have pitty 
on me an my pore mama an sister an 
litle brother all to Iitle to help pore 
mama and let him cum home to us wont 
you kind govner, Plese answer my leter 
an tell me you will let my popa cum 
home.

JURY SECURED 
TO TRY HAYWOOD 


Slayer of Ludlow Skinner on 
Trial For His 
Life. 


Charlotte, N. C., October 1.4A special 
to The Observer from Raleigh says Er- 
nest Haywood was placed on trial there 
this morning for the killing of Ludlow 
Skinner. The jury was secured at 4:35 
in the afternoon. Al! the jurors are from 
Wake county. The examination of wit- 
nesses will begin in the morning. 

There was a little sensation during the 
day when the judge announced that he 
had been informed by two of Haywood’s 
attorneys, Pou & Argo, that J. W. Wy- 
att had been seeking to influence soms 
of the jury. An Instanter bénch warrant 
was issued for Wyatt. who was brought 
into court, and who, in response to the 
question, said he hag spoken to his broth- 
er in law, one of the special venue, and 
had expressed his opinion that Haywood 
was guilty, but denied anything further. 
\Attorney Norris, for the prosecution. 
demanded the name of the man who had 
informed Attorneys Pou & Argo that 
Wyatt had tried to influence some of the 
jury.

HOTELS TO PAY. 


TAXES 10 CITY 


Thousands Will Be Demanded 
af the Local Hostelries. 


Managers of Local Hotels Have Nev- 
er Paid Tax Upon Gross Re- 
ceipts, and Atlanta Will 
Now Demand Four Years 
of Arrears. 


Thousands of dollars will be demanded 


by the city of the local hotels as taxes 
upon their gross receipts during the past 
four years. The tax that will be demanda- 
ed by the municipal authorities is one- 
half of | per cent. 

The following are the hotels affected: 

The Aragon, the Maine, Talmadge house, 
Williams house No. |, Williams house 
No. 2, the Vendome, Gelder’s, Jackson, 
Exchange, Piedmont, Folsom’s Majestic, 
Marion, Ballard and Cannon. 

The Aragon will not be asked for four 
yedrs of back taxes, as it paid until the 
last quarter. The Kimball is not included 
in the list for the reason that Mr. Hickey, 
the manager of the Kimball, has always 
paid the tax upon his gross receipts. It 
is very probable, however, that the 4ap- 
plication of Mr. Hickey to have his taxes 
refunded on the ground that other hotels 
have. not paid will be refused. 

The matter is now in the hands of City 
Attorney Mayson and City Clerk Camp- 
bell. After the city clerk has consulted 
with the city attorney the clerk will 
issue tax executions against all the ho- 
tels and then wil] probably come either 
a fight in the.courts or a settlement, 

The law, it appears, which gives the 
city the right to tax the gross receipts 
of hoteis to the extent of one-haif of |! 
per cent has never been enforced except 
in the case of tae Kimball and the Ara- 
gon. The Kimball] has always paid the 
tax and the Aragun did so while the Sco- 
vilies were in charge. When J. Lee 
Barnes took charge of the Aragon, how- 
ever, he failed to pay the tax and that 
brought the matter sharply to the atten- 
tion of the city officials,

As soon as Willis had passed out into 
the corridor leading to the death cham- 
ber Father Charbonneau immediately be- 
gan to read the prayers of consolation to 
which brief responses were necessary, 
thus occupying their minds in the min- 
utes of suspense. 

When it came Frederick's turn to go, 
as he left the cell he stepped back a 
few paces to the front of Burton's cage, 
and, grasping his brother’s hands in 
both of his, kissed him repeatedly until 
the guard quietly urged him away. 

Burton’s departure from the death 
house made the most pathetic scene of 
all. Beside the aged priest. there was 
but one other person in the world to 
whom he might say goodby. That was 
Allen Mooney, the lagt accupant of the 
death cells, who sat in the corner of 
the front af his cell, sobbing like a 
child. 

As Burton stepped from his cage, he 
looked back toward Mooney’s cell, which 
was out of his view, because of a great 
iron screen built for that purpose, and 
called: 

“Goodby, Mooney, 
have to go like thig.”’ 

And then he marched to the death 
chair. 


' Sketch of the Crime. 


In almost all respects, the tragedy 
which closed today at Clinton prison was 
unique in modern crimingl history. On 
Christmas eve, !90!, with their cousin, 
Harvey Bruce, the three Van Wormer 
brothers drove from their home in Kin- 
derhook. some !4 miles to the hamlet of 
Greendale, in Columbja county, where 
lived Peter A. Hallenbeck, the uncle of 
the Van Wormers. Mr. Hallenbeck, his 
wife and his aged mother were sitting in 
the lamp light in their living room. A 
few moments later there was a knock at 
the door, and Mr. Hallenbeck answered 
it, to find the masked men before him, 
armed with revolvers. Burton Van Wor- 
mer led the way, and with him the old 
man grappled. At once all four began 
a fusillade of pistol shots, which fairly 
riddled the body of Mr. Hallenbeck. Mrs.
